An immediate payment of $4,- 
125,085; an annual payment of 
$161,000,000 for 10 years, an an- 
nual payment of $184,000.00 for 
50 years, and a final payment of 
$118;481,330, or an aggregate of

House, to succeed Davis as a direc- 
tor of the War Finance Corporation. 
The selection of Davis was made 
from a list of 25 aspirants which 
| lately had been cut down by Secre- 
ltary of War Weeks to three names. 
|The others were those of Congress- 
man Crago of Pennsylvania and 
John R. Delafield, a New York law- 
yer, who was chairman of the War 
Department. Board of Contract Ad- 
justment during the war. Delafield 
had the indorsement of Senator 
Wadsworth of New York. 


Davis Widely Supported. 

Davis had been under favorable 
j}consideration ever since his name 
‘first was presented to Secrétary of 
War Weeks by John Jacob Rogers, 
an influential member of Congress 
from Massachusetts. Subsequently 
ihe recéived indorsements ¢rom many 
quarters. Missourians In Congress 
were active in his behalf.
